Thunder and Raia Storm. 

Cnicaao, September 10-—Accounts of 
the accidents caused by the terrific thun- 
der and rain storm in the northwest for 
the past 48 hours, are numerous. Sev- 
eral accidents reported on lake Michigan. 
Three yachts and one schooner loaded 
with lumber were sunk, and a large num- 
ber of smaller crafts were capsized. The 
bark Tanner was foundered while at- 
tempting to enter port Milwaukee, and 
the captain drowned. 

Violating Privileges. 


San Francisco, September 10.—The 
City Toko has arrved. Judge lichard- 
son of the United States court of claims, 
and Commander Louis of the steamer 
Yantic, were arrested while walking 
within thetreaty limits of Yokohoma. 
The act was disavowed by the govern- 
ment at Yeddo and apologies were made 
and punishment to the offenders. The 
telegraph attaches were attacked by a Chi 
nese mob near by Too Chaw. 


Marine. 


OcEAN GRoOvE, September 10.—The 
schooner Fursher, from Norfolk, was 
struck by a gale off Devil {beach and 
lost both masts. At four p. m. she was 
drifting down the beach. Capt. White 
went to her assistance, and brought off 
one passenger. The crew, three in num- 
ber, refused to leave the wreck. Capt. 
Wright says the seais very heavy, and 
that all will probably be lost. 


Wasnineton, September 10. — The 
light house board gives notice that on 
and after December Ist, light will be 
shown from the light house recently built 
on Connecticut beach, N. C. 


Labor Matters in the Northern Mulls. 


Eau River, Mass., Sept. 10.—The 
King Phillip Mills are running to-day. 
They experienced no trouble in securing 
non-union help in Massachusetts. Many 
of the operatives are evidently anxious 
to return to work at reduced rates, but 
are controlled by union men. There is 
considerable suffering among the strikers, 
and affairs are rapidly approaching a 
climax. Manufacturers are inflexible, 
but would open the mills if operatives 
would consent on no proviso. 

The union operatives would make 
their point if they would return to work, 
leaving the question of wages in the 
hinds of a committee, and then induce 
forty thousand operatives of Rhode Is- 
land to take one month’s vacation, follow- 
ing close after the shutting down of the 
mills in this city. Such a movement 
could hardly fail to increase the price of 
cloth. With cloth advanced to rates that 
would pay good profits, there can be 
little doubt that if help then ask the 
restoration of ten per cent. they would 
not be allowed to come out on a strike. 

Washington Items. 

WasuHineTon, Sept. 10.—Changes in 
the imternal revenue sunervisors have 
been made as follows: Supervisor Haw- 
ley has been transferred from New York 
to San Francisco, relieving Supervisor 
Folk, who is ordered to Richmond, and 
Supervisor Sewall now on duty at Rich- 
mond to perform duty at New York. 

Despatches have been received at the 
navy depatment from Capt. E. Simpson, 
commanding the U. 8. steamer, Omaha, 
at Panama, detailing at length the con- 
dition of affairs there as already publish- 
ed in the press reports. He sayshe did 
not request the council at Aspin- 
wall to prohibit the landing of the five 
hun rifles purchased for Bolivar, but 
on the contrary, sent the counsul 
the following despatch: ‘Consider

The Const.tation’s Third Annual 
Review of its Business, Trade 
and Progress. 
ectailadlidg tilting 


To-day we present our third annual re: 
view of the business of Atlanta—from Sep- 
tember Ist, 1874, to September 1st, 1875. It 
should have appeared on or about the Ist, as 
inthe leadiog cities of the south, but it has 
been unavoldably delayed. It will be 
seen from the exhibit, which we have 
tried to condense in the smallest practicable 
space for convenience of the reader, that 
our Gate City has moved steadily onward 
inher prosperous career. The population 
has increased, and the number of buildings 
erected is greater than during any, year 
since the re-bu lding after the close of the 
war. One eviden:e of this fact appears 
from the increase of our lige trade, which 
is over 800 per cent., and als> in the large 
inc-ease in the lumber and brick trade. At 
least one half million of déMirs are repre- 
sented in buildings being erected at (he pres- 
ent time; Splendid structures, both of busi- 
nets houses and private residences have 
beem reared. The block of stores 
now finishing on the old parad round, 
opposite the Kimball house, will compare, 
in magnificence, with sything in the 
south. 

THE COTTON BUSINESS 
has increased by nearly ten thousand bales, 
despite the causes operating against the 
trade. The future of Atlanta as a cotton 
market, is fully established, and its annual 
receipts will speedily réea¢th one hundred 
thousand bales. An evidence of progress 
in this direction is found in the present 
erection of two cotton compresses. 
THE GENERAL BUSINESS 
has decreased about $900,000, but this de- 
fictt has been supplied by new industries. 
This decrease really shows an enlargement 
of the trade, for it falls short of the reduc- 
tion almost universal in the country caused 
by the general economy practiced by the 
people.

The firm is constantly 
kept busy with its orders, and in the matter 
of working force, have aubu- 
ally increased the number of their 
employees to keep pace with the growing 
demands upon their ro ye 2 They now 
have ~— workmen daily engaged in their 
shops aod mill. The force is made up 
from the best workmen in the city, as is am-

gregate of expenditures necessary to 
support a public school system, and 
think only of the taxation required to 
supply the funds, forgetting the equally 
large or larger amount which would 
otherwise be expended in educating a 
much smaller number of children in 
private schools. We must not lose 
sight of the fact that when an efficient 
pufllic school system is in operation in 
a state, all, that would otherwise be ex- 
pended for the support of private 
schools, is thereby saved. Whatever 
faults the people of the Northern 
States may have, it cannot with justice 
be charged that they are foolishly lav- 
ish in the expenditure of money. On 
the other hand, they generally have the 
reputation of trying to make every 
dollar they expend accomplish as 
much as possible—a characteristic de- 
serving of commendation, and one in 
which the people of the Southern 
States would do well to imitate them, 
if they desire to attain to a high de- 
gree of material prosperity. It is well 
known that, in that section of the 
union, the public school policy has 
been the adopted policy for many 
years ; and this fact is strong presump- 
tive evidence of its economy. We are 
not left to inference, however, on this 
subject. From data given in the re- 
port of the Commissioner of Educa- 
tion at Washington forthe year 1872, 
I have made a calculation of the cost 
of public education in fourteen states, 
and I give the result below : 
Connecticut—cost per scholar, esti- 
mated on tke basis of the number of 
pupils enrolled, $7 15—the same, esti- 
mated on the basis of the average dai- 
ly attendance, $10 73—length of school 
term eight months and twelve days.

From the Eighth Annual Report of 
the Public Schools for the City of Sa- 
vannah and county of Chatham, we 
learn that the cost of education per 
capita, in 1872-3, was $17.60, 
1 regret that 1 am unable to give sim- 
ilar statistics for the county of Bibb. 
The atten ive Commissioner for that 
county has doubtless sent reports to 
this office. If he has, they have been 
misiaid. 
The average cost of instruction in 
these cities and counties, as is well 
known to the citizens of the respective 
localities, is only about one-third of the 
average cost of similar grades of in- 
struction in the private schools, ante- 
rior to the adoption of the Public School 
system. 
It may be asked how the inaugura- 
tion of public schools thus cheapens 
instruction. The philosophy of the 
matter is very simple and easy of com- 
prehension. If the reader will but 
give attention, I think I shall find no 
difficulty in giving a very clear expla- 
nation. 
In the first place, the man who fol- 
lows teaching a private school, like 
men engaged in every other pursuit, 
must make a support. There are al- 
waps quite a number of pupils who en- 
ter his school from whom he never re- 
ceives anycompensation. Inu fixing his 
rates of tuition, he must so graduate 
them as to receive a support from the 
proceeds of the tuition of the paying 
pupils. Thus, patrons who pay, not 
only pay enough to compensate for the 
instruction of their own children, but 
for that of the children of those who 
never pay. ‘The operation of this prin- 
ciple is familiar in other pursuits. 
Merchants, lawyers, physicians and 
others, who extend credit in their re- 
spective business pursuits, always make 
enough out of paying patrons to com- 
pensate for the loss sustained by those 
who never pay. Thus, persons who 
object to public schools on the ground 
of the alleged injustice of making tax- 
payers pay for educating the children 
of those who never pay taxes, have 
been in the habit all their lives of do- 
ing the same thing, wherever they have 
sent their children to private schools. 


The relative cheapness of public 
school instruction is mainly due, how- 
ever, to other causes. It grows, toa 
much larger extent, out of the much 
more perfect division of labor which 
can be attained iu the public schools. 
The private teacher is ordinarily com- 
pelled to receive into his school all 
who apply, whatever may be the stage 
of their advancement. His classes are 
thus so multiplied that he can teach 
only a very. small number of pupils, 
and he must exact from this small 
number rates of tuition sufficiently 
high to afford him a reasonable support. 
On the other hand, in a city, for in- 
stance, where the public school system 
is in operation, several hundred chil- 
dren will be collected together in the 
same school. The pupils will be di-

In this, I have shown that 
public school education is cheaper than 
private. The chain of reasoning pur- 
sued has fully convinced me that the 
framers of our present Constitution act- 
ed wisely in incorporating the public 
school policy in the fundamental law. 

{ flatter myself that many of those 
who have attentively read these papers 
have reached the same conslusion, ‘l'o 
those who have not, 1 have a few words 
to say in the conclusion of this paper. 
There are but two modes of amending 
the Constitution. The first is by a bill 
passed by a two-thirds vote of two suc- 
cessive legislatures, and by submission 
of the amendment to the qualified 
voters for final ratification. Does any 
one believe that the article on educa- 
tion can be abolished in this way ? Can 
the two-thirds vote of two successive 
legislatures be obtained? Should that 
vote be obtained, would the action be 
ratified by the qualified voters ? 

In considering this last question, it 
would be well to remember that the 
entire colored vote would be against 
ratification, and, unless I am deceived 
—and my facilities for obtaining infor- 
mation are at least as good as those of 
any other citizen—/ull one half of the 
white. 

The second mode of altering the 
Constitution is by convention. This 
mode follows as a corollary to the 
right of self-government, and is indi- 
rectly provided for in the twelfth arti- 
cle of tne Constitution itself. Should 
such a convention be called, the ques- 
tion of education would come up in the 
election of delegates, and it is almost 
certain that it would be decided as the 
present Constitution decides it. It may 
be safe, further, to say that no conven- 
tion called would fail to submit their 
work to the people for ratifi€ation ; and 
should the convention determine to 
abolish the present educational provis- 
ion, the same almost absolute certainty 
of defeat by the popular vote would be 
encountered. Would it not be wise, 
in view of these facts, for those who 
are not convinced to acquiesce in what 
it would seem almost impossible to 
change, and to unite with those who 
are convinced, in seeking to establish 
the most perfect system of public 
schools possible ?
